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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-26 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
L Claims 1-8, 17-19, drawn to a method of protecting a gene from silencing by 

introducing an insulator from sea urchin arylsulfatase concurrently with the 

transgene, classified in class 435, subclass 455. 

II. Claims 9-12, 2 1-23, drawn to a method of making a vector by introducing an 
insulator from sea urchin arylsulfatase into the vector, classified in class 536, 
subclass 24.1. 

III. Claims 13-16, 24-26, drawn to a vector that comprises an insulator from sea 
urchin arylsulfatase, classified in class 435, subclass 320.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other for following reasons. 

Inventions I and II are directed to related processes. The related inventions are distinct if 
the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See 
MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the method of gene silencing using the insulator from sea 
urchin and the method of making the vector by introducing an insulator from sea urchin does not 
overlap in scope, each method has different steps to achieve different purpose. Therefore, the 
invention of Group I and II are patentably distinct from each other. 
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The invention of Group I and III are patentably distinct because the inventions are drawn 
to methods and compositions that are not directly related. The method of Group I does not 
require the vector of Group III, whereas the vector of Group III can be used in unrelated methods 
from Group I, for example, producing recombinant protein. Therefore, the invention of Groups I 
and III are patentably distinct from each other. 

Inventions II and III are directed to related product and processes. The related inventions 
are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not 
capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or 
effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the method making a vector by introducing an 
insulator from sea urchin and a vector for introducing a transgene which comprises an insulator 
from sea urchin arylsufatase gene do not overlap in scope. Further, the vector made by the 
method of Group II may be used to produce protein recombinantly. Therefore, the invention of 
Groups II and III are patentably distinct from each other. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. A search of the subject matter of one invention 
would not be co-extensive with a search of the other invention, and therefore the search would be 
burdensome. Each invention is capable of supporting a separate patent. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 
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The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
